‘The first President whose portrait appears on the Indian Peace Med- 
als is John Adams, The reverse of the medal bears the design, which was con- 
tinued by the later Presidents, clasped hands above which are a pipe and toma- 
hawk crossed, and the inscription PACH AND FRRINDSHIP, No peace medal vas 
issued by William Henry Harrison, and the Lincoln medal, which is described in 
Zabriskie'’s article, has a different reverse. 

‘ The first Weet Indianewedal was that given to Red Jacket on his 
visit to Philadelphia in March and April 1792, It is a large oval medal about 
six and a half by five inches in size, and bears the full length figures of 
George Washington and an Indian Chief. The indian having one of these medals 
on his breast and smoking a pipe, Relow is the inscription GORGE WASHINGTON ; 

' PRESIDENT 1792, and the reverse bears the arms of the United States. Red Jack 
et's medal is now, iT believe, in the Ruffalo Historical Society. JT have never —
